NARROW ESCAPE DURING WAR 


Four M e m b e rs of Ninth Illinois C a v a l ­ 
ry Move Sleeping Quar ters Just 
Before Tree Falls. 


March 6, 18 62, the Ninth illinoD 
cavalry (Col. A. G. 
Brackett) 
left 
Pilot Knob, Mo., en route for Jackson 
port, Vrk. 
I was bugler of Company 
A, and was at that time a beardless 
b'T of twenty. 
On the evening of 
March 9 we camped on Alder creek 
It had been raining steadily all day 
and the creek bottom 011 which

Country H a * A w a k e n e d to the Need* 
of M o d e rn M e tho d * of Interior 
C om m u nicatio n. 


The king dom of Greece has an area 
of about 25,000 square miles, a popula­ 
tion of 2,700,000, and is bordered by 
the sea on all sides except along Ita 
northern frontier. 
Ita coasts are so 
indented by deep gulfa that som e 40 
years ag o Mr. Manitakls, the minister 
of public works, said that G reece waa 
so well provided with natural water­ 
ways that she had no need of any 
others 
As a m atter of fact, railway devel­ 
opment in Greece haa been exceed­ 
ingly 
slow. 
Except 
for the plain 
of Thessaly, the country is rolling and 
mountainous. 
The arable 
land 
is 
scarcely 18 per cent, of 
the 
total. 
Greece does not raise enoug h wheat to 
meet their consumption 
T he other 
products are raisins (near Corinth,) 
olives and oil, tobacco and wine. There 
Is a little g razing for sheep and g o*ts 
The mines produce lead and zinc.

are 
some important marble quarries. 
The 
principal industries are silk weaving 
in Thessaly, tanneries and boat build­ 
ing. 
V\ hile the methods of land com­ 
munication are not well developed, the 
comm ercial marine has a reg istration 
of 350,000 tons, and is of som e

The exports from Greece

to about $50,000,000 a year, 
nearly all to European countries (32 
per cent, to Eng land).
